COUNTY GOVERNMENT 

If rural taxes are to come down, 
tlie economy axe must lie applied 
ruthlessly to county government. This 
is the conclusion ranched hy Governor 
Pollard of Virginia. He outlines his 
plan and platform very clearly and 
forcibly in an interview with Wheeler 
McMillan, veteran agricultural econ¬ 
omist nnd associate editor of The 
Country Home, national farm maga¬ 
zine. 

"If county government it not quick¬ 
ly reformed, economic pressure will 
. lend to Hie counties being abolished," 

, declares Governor Pollard. "Tlie only 
body that can impose a tnx on a Vir- 
i ginin farm Is the board of supervisors, 
elected by tlie people of the county. 
They lay the taxes and spend the 
money. 

"Tlie heaviest burden of direct taxa¬ 
tion on tlie rural citizen is from the 
county government. Yet, ns most 
counties nre organized county govern¬ 
ment Is scattered, disjointed, anil ir¬ 
responsible. Waste and inefficiency are 
unavoidable, because of tlie system, 
unless changes are made.” 

And changes are being made in the 
counties of Virginia, Mr. McMillen 
shows. No state, he says, has made 
more real advances in eliminating the 
wastes and evils thnt nre inherent in 
the heedless, expensive, awkward form 
with which the nation’s 3000 counties 
struggle along. 

Virginia Is experimenting with more 
different forms of county government 
than coy other state. For 300 years 
Virginia has been a laboratory where 
the people have worked out self-gov¬ 
ernment. Recently liberal legislatures 
have been paving tlie way for more 
effective government in Hie Virginia 
counties. Governor Pollard appointed 
a commission to study tlie whole set-up 
and to devise optional new forms that | 
might lie submitted to tlie voters. In 
consequence, one county now lias a 
full-fledged county manager, and 
another a modified form of county 
management. And any county is now 
free to adopt one or tlie other of these 
forms. Consolidations of counties nre 
permitted, but no counties have actual¬ 
ly consolidated. The tendency is rather 
to effect economies by consolidating 
county functions while leaving the 
county boundaries intact. Mr. McMil¬ 
len feels that definite nnd real prog¬ 
ress is being made.

Livestock Need Salt 

A statement from the College of 
Agriculture, University of Kentucky, 
calls the attention of farmers to the 
need of suiting livestock. Salt is es¬ 
pecially necessary ut this time of the 
year, us animals require more salt on 
pasture than they do in winter. 

Some farmers think salt given live¬ 
stock on pasture causes scours. This 
is true only when animals not ac¬ 
customed to salt are given an exces¬ 
sive amount. If animals have not been 
receiving salt regularly, then care 
must be exercised. It is best to salt 
them lightly for a day or two, before 
giving them free ucess to salt. 

The best method to follow is to have 
salt where the livestock can have it 
ut will. Salt in lilock form should not 
he used where it must lie left In the 
open. If a shed is available, place 
loose salt in it in a trough or box. 

The chlorine in salt is necessary for 
the heulth of animals. It is one of the 
chief ingredients in the production of 
hydrochloric acid, which aids diges¬ 
tion. Better and cheaper gains are 
made when animals have all the salt 
they want. 


The Agricultural Act 

The commodities listed in the Na¬ 
tional Agricultural Adjustment Act as 
basic were chosen, in part, because 
they are practically all on an export 
basis and have suffered relatively 
greuter price declines than have other 
farm products. Another reuson for 
choosing this list of products Is that 
they arc processed In a substantial 
amount. 

The act gives the secretary of agri¬ 
culture power to compensate furmers 
who reduce their production. Funds 
with which to pay armers for taking 
land out of cultivation are to he raised 
from fees or charges on processing of 
commodities; that Is, on making wheat 
Into flour, cotton Into cloth, tobacco 
Into chewing, smoking and cigarettes, 
and the like. 

The act recognizes tliat It may he 
necessary to curb production, If prices 
are to be held at a higher level, as
